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Provided further that the penal action as 
aforesaid will be without prejudice to the 
Government s right to take disciplinary action 
under rules governing the conditions of service 
to which the allottee belongs . 

( 3 ) Insertion of new rule .-- After rule 17 of 
the principal Rules, the following rule shall be 
inserted , namely : 

17 A. Recovery of outstanding dues.-- ( 1 ) 
The Director of Accounts , Panaji shall before 
the settlement of pensionary benefits obtain a 
certificate from the concerned Division of Public 
Works Department to the effect that no arrears 
towards licence fee of Government 
accommodation are outstanding , 


The Government of Goa is hereby pleased to 
amend the Goa Government General Pool 
Residential Accommodation Allotment Rules , 
1995 , as follows: 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) These 
rules may be called the Goa Goverment General 
Pool Residential Accommodation Allotment ( Fifth 
Amendment ) Rules , 2002 . 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once . 


2. Amendment of rule 12. In rule 12 of the 
Goa Government General Pool Residential 
Accommodation Allotment Rules , 1995 
(hereinafter referred to as the " principal Rules " , 
for sub - rule (2 ) the following shall be substituted , 
namely : 


(2 ) If such licence fee is outstanding the same 
shall be recovered from the allottee during the 
settlement of his /her pensionary benefits . 

( 3 ) If the pensionary benefits are already 
settled by the Director of Accounts , then the 
outstanding dues in respect of licence fee shall 
be recovered as an arrears of land revenue 
through the concerned Deputy Collector by 
sending recovery certificates by the Executive 
Engineer, Works Div - I, Public Works 
Department. 

( 4 ) In case the allottee has expired then the 
outstanding licence fee shall be recovered from 
the family pension sanctioned to the next of 
kin of such allottee . 


( 2 ) If any allottee proceeds to a different place 
of duty on promotion , deputation or transfer 
or on foreign service or on temporary transfer 
within Goa , the Allotting Authority may permit 
him /her to retain his /her accommodation at 
place of his /her previous posting on payment 
of double the licence fee : 


By order and in the name of the Governor 

of Goa . 


Provided that in absence of such permission , 
the occupation of the accommodation shall be 
treated as unauthorised after two months of 
his /her handing over the charge and the 
allottee shall be liable to penal action :
